The  general  death  rate  shows  an  increase  this  year. 
The  highest  incidence  of  death  from  any  one  cause  occurred 
from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  which  accounted 
for  6 of  the  20  deaths.  The  2 deaths  from  malignant  disease 
were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung  and  both  occurred  in  males 
aged  between  40  and  57  years,  one  of  whom  was  known  to  have 
been  a heavy  smoker.  Approximately  35%>  of  the  total  number 
of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  70  years  and  over  and  of 
these,  57.1%  occurred  in  persons  aged  80  years  and  over.

No  deaths  occurred  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year 
but  two  old  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  one  new  case 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified.  'The  latter  died  from 
cancer  of  the  lung.
